In Indiana 
the courts grant divorces at the rate 
of 142 for every 100,000 population- 
every year. 
D uring the twenty years 
covered 
in the investigation 60,721 
divorces were granted 
in 
Indiana. 
These figures gathered by the govern­ 
ment will doubtless result in a further 
agitation for additional legislation on 
the matter of 
g ra nting 
divorces. 
There is need of some legislation in 
I ndiana.

limb, for the Honor of a trophy cup 
and a purse of gold.

The three drivers who clung togeth­ 
er from the very start were shuffled 
aboutsjike so m any cards as the flying 
laps were reeled away. 
For a time 
there was a fourth figure in the lead­ 
ing column, but when little more than 
a minu'e separated the first from the 
last of the cars in the whirring quar­ 
tet, a caprice of fortune sent one pitch­ 
ing from the road. 
Out of the mass 
of wreckage Fritz Erie, who had been 
driving the German Benz No. 19, was 
taken with a broken nose and 8 broken 
jaw. 
Still tho* struggle continuod and 
it was not until the last minute of the 
last lap that the tide of victory turned 
to Wagner. 
Nazarro, the wonderful 
Italian driver, holder of world’s rec­ 
ords and winner of countless contests, 
who had clung tenaciously to a narrow 
margin of lead for more than a hun­ 
dred miles, hesitated long enough at 
the supply pits lo change a weakening 
tire and lost. 
The treacherous rubber 
tubing burst as he was about to enter 
the home stretch, and the three min-1 
utes of delay that followed sent the 
grand prix winner of last year and his 
Fiat No. 6 from first to th’rd position.;

He declared that its bad effects 
would be felt here for many years 
“What have the staple business men 
of Indianapolis to gain from such an 
effort?” he asked. 
Volney T. Malott 
president of the Indiana National bank 
and John Holliday, president of the 
Union T rust company, two of the larg 
est financial institutions in Indiana 
expressed 
themselves 
against 
the 
movement. 
Mr. Malott said that it is 
the most foolish proposition ever pre­ 
sented to Indianapolis, and that it 
would fasten on the city a burden from 
which it would not recover for many 
years. Mr. Holliday pointed to the evil 
effects of the expositions on St. Louis, 
Chicago and other cities, and said that 
the day for such enterprises is pass­ 
ing. 
The city, he said, would be called 
on for a large subsidy that would eith­ 
er increase taxation or remove from 
circulation money needed for other en­ 
terprises. 
Other busines smen ex­ 
pressed 
themselves 
against 
the 
scheme, but the Commercial club has 
sent out invitations to other civic or 
ganizations to help arrange for a mass 
m eeting of citizens at which the prop­ 
osition can be discussed. 


A peculiar condition has hurt the 
steam coal trade in Indiana. 
In the 
southern part of the state many en­ 
terprises have been closed down for 
the last two weeks because of exhaus­ 
tion of w ater supply. One dealer here 
said today that he had a customer at 
Bedford—a large industry that had a 
contract for eight carloads of steam 
coal a day. 
The order was cancelled 
two weeks ago because the plant could 
not get w ater for steam. 
Other deal­ 
ers and operators say that the drouth 
has hurt their steam trade very much 
and that many plants will not be start­ 
ed until there is a good w ater supply. 
The rains of the past few days offer 
an encouraging sign, but they were not 
general enough to relieve? the shortage 
of water. 
The water question is be­ 
coming so serious that it is causing 
grave fears in m any southern fndtmrn 
cities. 
Not only are the industrial 
plants suffering, but many mines are 
affected. 
The Southern Indiana has 
been hauling water from the Wabash 
river to mines in Sullivan and Greene 
counties for the last three weeks. The 
Evansville & Terre Haute road has 
been hauling water to Sullivan county 
from the Ohio river.

Presence of Bodies in Ruins of the 


Home, and This Phase of the Case 


W ill Be Made Basis of Motion for 


- N e w T ria l, Lam phere’s Lawyers De 


d a rin g Verdict to Be Ridiculous. 


Laporte, Ind., Nov. 27.—Ray Lam 
phere, charged with the m urder ol 
Mrs. Belle Gunness and hor three chib 
dren by setting fire tq the Gunness 
house on April 28, was last evening 
found guilty of arson by the jury 
which 
had 
the case for twenty-six 
hours. 
Within five minutes after the 
verdict was reported, Judge Richtei 
had sentenced the defendant to the 
state penitentiary at Michigan City 
for an indeterminate term of from twc 
to twenty-one years. 
Lamphere was 
taken to Michigan City today to begin 
his sentence. 
When Judge Richter asked the jury 
if a verdict had been reached, Fore­ 
man Henry Mill announced that the 
jury had agreed, and with that he 
passed the white piece of paper to 
Judge Richter, who after making the 
entry on his docket, read the verdict: 
“We. the jury, find the defendant 
guilty of arson, and that he is thirty- 
eight years old. — Henry Mill, Fore­ 
man.” 
Judge Richter thereupon asked each 
juror individually if this was his ver 
dict and the answer in each case was 
“yes.” 
There was no demonstration 
from the crowd, thg people having 
been warned to keep quiet. 
Previous to the handing of the ver­ 
dict to Judge Richter, Foreman Mill 
stated that lie wished to make a state 
mont to th*' "COTirt, l)ti t Judge -Richter • 
informed him that he could not hear I 
any statem ent until after the verdict 
had been received and read. 
After it 
had been read, Judge Richter asked 
him if he cared to make the statement, 
but he said that it would do no good 
now. 
Before the jury was discharged 
Judge Richter expressed his thanks to 
the jury for its careful and conscien 
tious consideration of the case. Prose­ 
cutor Smith also thanked the jury. 
Following 
the 
withdrawal 
of the 
jury, Judge Richter instructed Lam­ 
phere to stand up, which the latter! 
did. 
His face still looked haggard and 
his eyes were downcast. 
He held his 
hands before him as though his hands 
were still shackled, and then, just as 
the church bells in th*1 city were ring­ 
ing out, Judge Richter asked him if he 
had any reasons to stat** why sentence! 
should not be pronounced. 
He replied 
solwly but distinctly, “I have none.” 
With that Judge Richter sentenced 
him to the state prison in Michigan 
City for an indeterminate term of 
from two to twenty-one years, fined) 
him $.7,000 and disfranchised him for 
five years. 
The court then instructed 


the sheriff to return the prisoner to 
his cell. 
Attorney Worden, for the defense, 
said that a motion for a new trial 
would be made and should it be re­ 
fused, an appeal to the Indiana su­ 
preme court would follow. 
Mr. W or­ 
den declared the verdict to be ridicu­ 
lous. 
“If he was guilty at all,” said 
the attorney, “he would have been 
guilty of murder. 
He should have 
been acquitted.” 
The motion for a 
new trial will be based on the court’s 
instrution that they could find Lam­ 
phere guilty of arson. 
Should the case be carried to the 
supreme court and sent back for re­ 
trial, Lamphere could not be tried on 
Viy charge in this particular case ex- 
% pting arson, the crime of which he 
was convicted. 
However, in an event 
of that kind, the state would elect to 
try him on one of the other indict­ 
ments, probably the Helgelein case. 
Members of the jury are reticent 
about discussing w hat occurred in the 
jury room, but it is said that but for 
two members Lam phere would have 
been found guilty of m urder or man- 
slaughter. 
Several members of the 
jury, it is understood, held out long 
for murder in the first degree with a 
life sentence. 
So far as could be 
learned, none~wa« for hagging. 
Lamphere said th at he was confident 
th at the dead body in <he fire was 
Mrs. Gunness. regardless of what other 
people may think. 
He reiterated his 
innocence of setting fire to the house. 
He also declared th a i ho did not see 
Mrs. Gunness kill Htlgelein. 
“I have 
no complaint to m ake about the ver­ 
dict. 
Things looked pretty blue, but 
the verdict might have been worse.” 
he said. 
The m em bers of the jury in 
a signed statem ent declared it to be 
their judgment that 'h e adult body 
found in tae ruins of the fire was that 
of Belle Gunness 
and that the case 
was decided on an entirely different 
proposition. 
It is stated that but for 
two juro s whose nam es are unofficial­ 
ly used, the jury would have given 
Lam phere a life sentence, and after 
the verdict had been returned, one of 
the jurors said that they would have 
found him guilty of m anslaughter had 
th oy remembered th at the sentence 
f o r tfiat was thq^saa^e as for arson.

Nov. 24.— Speaking in the 
house of lords last night, Field Mar­ 
shal Lord Roberts expressed the cctTj 
viction that the lack of a military force j 
sufficient to m ake hopeless the at 
tempt of an invasion would, in all prob­ 
ability, be the cause of the loss of 
Great Britain’s suprem acy at sea. 
In 
a vigorous s p e e c h h e pointed out the ( 
comparative ease with which Germany 
could land an a rm y on the shores of 
England 
r u d e r the present condi-' 
tions England would be forced, he said, 
to submit 
to most 
humiliating de-1 
mands. 
He disclaimed all hostility to or feat 
of Germany, but he declared that the 
defense of the islands required im m e­ 
diate attention. 
T here should be an 
arm y so strong in numbers and effi­ 
cient in quality that the most formida j 
hie of foreign nations would hesitate 
to m ake a landing in England.

that vessels capable of accommodating j 
200,000 men always were available in 
the northern ports of Germany, and 
that as a result of tim new German 
service law, 200,OOO men could be* col 
looted in the districts of the nearest 
port without any trouble.

Monument Shows General at Close 


of Famous Ride to Cedar Creek From 


Winchester, “Twenty Miles Away.” 


Washington, Nov. 23.—In one of the 
most beautiful parts of the national 
capital he helped to save, the magnifi­ 
cent equestrian statue of General Phil­ 
ip II. Sheridan was unveiled today. 
Among the throng of notable persons 
who gathered to do honor to the mem­ 
ory of tile great soldier were the presi­ 
dent of the United States, who deliv­ 
ered an address; the army and navy of­ 
ficers resident or stationed in and near 
Washington, the heads of the executive 
branches of the government, diplomatic 
representatives of foreign countries and 
others of note. 
The statue stands in Sheridan circle, 
named after the general, at the junc­ 
tion 
of 
Massachusetts 
avenue 
and 1 
Twenty-third stree t 
It is the heart of 
one of the best residence sections of j 
the national capital. 
The universal opinion of those who 
witnessed the unveiling today is that 
the statue of the famous cavalry lead­ 
er is a worthy memorial of his fame. 
It represents the general at the close 
of his famous ride when, comiug from 
Winchester, “twenty miles away”,” he 
rallied his men at the battle of Cedar 
Creek and turned their rout by the Con­ 
federate General Jubal A. Early into a 
Federal victory. 


Statue True to Life. 
The bronze general sits his brouze 
steed like a centaur, hat in hand, urg­ 
ing his men to greater exertion. 
The 
effigy of the man is a true representa­ 
tion of “Fighting Phil” as he was in 
the flesh, and the metal horse shows 
to the life his famous charger, Rienzi, 
sometimes known as Winchester, who 
bore Hie general from Winchester on 
the storied ride. The sculptor of the 
statue, Gutzon Borglum of New York, 
has caught to the life the expression 
of the general’s face, according to 
Mrs. Sheridan and her son. Lieutenant 
Philip II. Sheridan. 
The horse is a 
correct facsimile of Rienzi, according 
to careful measurements of ids skin, 
preserved at the arm y post on Gov­ 
ernors island, New York. and photo­ 
graphs. 
The clothing and accouterments of 
General Sheridan shown in the statue 
are modeled after garm ents actually 
worn by him. lie is depleted wearing 
a service uniform, with sword and 
spurs. 
The statue is fourteen feet high and 
stands on a plinth of granite. 
The 
upper part of the statue’s base is 
rough, indicating the earth torn up by 
Sheridan’s horse as he is reined up by 
bis rider. 


Record Bronze Cast. 
The horse is the largest piece of 
bronze ever cast In a single piece in 
this country and perhaps in the world. 
More 
than 6,000 
pounds of 
liquid 
bronze were poured into the mold to 
form the horse. The casting was done 
a t a foundry near Providence, R. I. 
Preceding the unveiling of the statue 
there was a military parade in which 
ail the regular troops, sailors and m a­ 
rines stationed in and near Washing­ 
ton as well as the national guard of 
the District of Columbia took part. 
In addition to President Roosevelt’s 
speech an address was delivered by 
General Horace Porter, who was chief 
of staff to General G rant and is presi­ 
dent of the Grant Monument associa- 


Forks to Appomattox is one difficult to 
parallel in military history. 
After the 
elose of the great war, in a field where 
there was scant glory to be won by the 
general in chief, he rendered a signal 
service which has gone almost unno­ 
ticed, for In the tedious, weary Indian 
wars on the great plains it was he who 
developed In 
thoroughgoing fashion 
the system of campaigning In winter 
which, at the cost of bitter bardship 
and peril, finally broke dowu the band­ 
ed strength of those formidable w ar­ 
riors, the horse Indians. 


General's Career 
Eulogized. 
n is career was typically American, 
for from plain beginnings he rose to 
tho highest military position in our 
land. 
We honor his memory itself, 
and, moreover, as in the case of tim 
other great commanders of his day. 
his career symbolizes the careers of 
all those men who in the years of the 
nation’s direst need sprang to the 
front to risk everything, including life 
itself, and to spend the days of their 
strongest young manhood in valorous 
conflict for an ideal.

material ideal. 
The empty foil}’ of tho 
taunt is sufficiently shown by the 
presence here today of you men of tile 
Grand Army, you the comrades of the 
dead general, the men who served 
with and under him. 
In all history 
we have no greater instance of subor­ 
dination of self, of the exalting of a 
lofty ideal over merely material well 
being among the people of a great na­ 
tion, than was shown by our own peo­ 
ple in the civil war. 
And you, the men who wore the 
blue, would be the first to say that 
this same lofty indifference to the 
things of the body, when compared to 
the things of the soul, was shown by 
your brothers who xvore the gray. 
Dreadful was the suffering, dreadful 
the loss, of the civil war.

stands alone am ong wars in this, that, 
now that the wounds are healed, the 
memory of the mighty deeds of valor 
performed on one side no less than on 
the other has become the common 
heritage of all our people in every 
quarter of this country.
